1. We, the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland, humbly 
submit to your Majesty this our Fifty-second Annual Report. 


2. Since our last Report twenty -four meetings of the Board have been held. 
"We have made four hundred and five orders in various matters affecting charities 
and charity property, besides providing for the regular issue of the sums payable 
to the charities under our control. 


3. Five hundred and twenty-four funds for various charitable purposes have been 
lodged with us, from time to time, since the “ Charitable Donations and Bequests Act 
(Ireland), 1867,” enabled Trustees to make such voluntary transfers.

6. During the past year we have recovered several sums of money bequeathed for 
charitable purposes, but which had not been so applied. 

7. A vacancy occurred on the Board during the past year, owing to the lamented 
death of His Grace the Right Honorable and Most Reverend Lord Rlunket, Arch- 
bishop of Dublin. This vacancy has not yet been filled up. 

Within the same period we have also lost the services of the late Sir Patrick Maxwell, 
who rendered efficient service as our Solicitor for over thirty years. His place has 
been filled by Mr. John M. Maxwell, Solicitor. 

8. Accounts of the sum voted by Parliament have been regularly furnished by us, in 
accordance with the forms adopted under the direction of the Treasury, and the 
provisions of the “Exchequer arid Audit Departments Acts, 18GG ” ; and our Appro- 
priation Account for the year ended 31st March, 189G, has been certified to be correct 
by the Auditor-General of Public Accounts. 

All which we submit as our Report, and in testimony thereof we have caused our 
Corporate Seal to be hereto affixed this 14th day of July, 1897.
